The official estimate of the stock of coin in the United States 
is made by this Bureau and is based upon the coinage, the imports and ex= 
ports as reported hy the Customs officials, and the information collected 
by this. office as to the ine of coin melted down and used in the arts and 
manufactures. The current figures have for some time been qusgii ned hy 
Students of the subject whe have usual ly expressed the opinion that they 
were 1,00 high. An investigation has recently been conducted by this. Bureau

Service Commission enclosing copy of a letter from Mr. W. H. Redhoffer 


of the War Veterans Club, concerning the status of the veterans in the 


Philadelphia Mint, and in reply to the inquiries of the Commission I beg 


4O say: 


The provision in the act of March 18, 1904, limiting the wages 


of assistant messengers, firemen, watchmen, laborérs, etc. affected 


in all eighty seven employes of the Philadelphia Mint, of whom sixteen 


are veterans. This provision was not specially directed at the mint 


but applies to all branches of the service provided for in the appropri- 


‘ation act named. There are reagons why the laborers and other employes 


in the mints should be more carefully selected am more liberally paid 


than: those holding similar positions in some other branches of the ser- 


vice, and these reasons may not have been fully considered by appropri- 
ation committees of Congress, but there is no alternative but to restrict 


their pay within the limits Pixed. 


The suggestion made by Mr. Redheffer that this provision of 
he law may be avoided by designating the employes a6 "he lpe rs" Pee Oe: 


; ‘sistant Engineer in 1894 for political reasons was reinstated as an 
cy assistant engineer in 1899, not however, by the interposition of Pres= 


ident McKinley, as stated by Mr. Redheffer, but at the request” of this

The charge that favoritism is shown and veterans discriminated 
against. in promotions made at the Philadelphia mint, is in the opinion of 
this office, without foundation and not entitled to consideration unless 
supported by specific instances. So far as the information of this of= 
fice goes the veterans in the mint receive sympathetic and ‘considerate 
treatment. It is to be remembered, however, that most of them are now 
of an age at which they are no longer physically capable of hard and 
continuous manual labor and it is often impracticable to grant promotions 
to them which might be given if they were younger men. 
‘There are sixty-three Civil War veterans on the rolls of the Mint 
ané T am agsured by the Superintendent that they are favored in every 


possible way, but there are many positions which it is impracticable for 


them to Pill. The work in the melting and annealing rooms requires expo-~ 


sure to cauewe heat and particularly during the summer season is too ex- 


hausting for men of their years. The work inthe assay department, in 


the refinery and in the clerical force requires technical or clerical 


skill and the places for which veterans are qualified are limited in 
number.
